blank, have his statements acknow- 
ledged before one authorized to ad- 
minister oaths, i'.iul file It together 
with a certified copy of his discharge, 
with the State Board of Education. 
Upon receipt of the application and 
the discharge, if it appears that the 
applicant is entitled to the aid. he 
will be assigned to the school of his 
choice if conditions will permit. 
If 


not 
hn will be assigned to the insti- 


tution of his second choice, or to 
such an institution as in the jnag- 
ment of the Board, under the cir- 
cumstances, will best suit his needs. 
Notification of the assignment of the 
student will be sent to him and to 
the 
I n s t i t u t i o n to which he is as- 


signed 
The (irst assignment will be 


.for one year, and may be renewed an- 
nually for three years upon aplica- 
tlon to the State Board of Education.

Replying directly 


to a question as to his attitude toward 
self-determination 
for 
Ireland, 
Mr. 


Wilson said his position was express- 
ed in article 11 of the covenant, under 
which it is charged that any member 
nation can call the attention of the 
league to any circumstance whatever 
affecting international relations which 
threatens 
to 
disturb 
international 


peace or the good understanding be- 
tween nations upon which peace de- 
pends." The president's statement de- 
tailing, the labor council's questions 
and his answers follows: 


1. Under tbe covenant does the na- 


tion obligate itself to assist any mem- 
ber of the league in putting down a 
rebellion of its subjects or conquered 
peoples? 


Answer—It does not. 
2. Under tbe covenant, can this na- 


tion independently recognize a gov- 
ernment whose people seek to achieve 
or have achieved their independence 
from a member of the league? 


Answer—The independent action of 


the government of the United States 
in a'matter of this kind is in no way 
limited or affected hy the covenant of 
the League of Nations. 


Forum for All Claims. 


3. Under the covenant are those sub- 


ject nations or peoples only that nre 
mentioned in the peace treaty entitled 
to the right of self-determination, or 
does the league possess the right to 
accord a similar privilege to other sub- 
ject nations or peoples? 


Answer—It is not possible for the 


peace conference to act with regard 
to the self-determination of any ter- 
ritories except those which had be- 
longed to the defeated empires, but 
in the covenant of the League of Na- 
tions it has set up for the first time, 
in article 11, a forum to which all 
claims of self-determination, which are 
likely to disturb the peace of the world 
or the 'good understanding between 
nations upon which the peace of tbe 
world depends can be brought. 


4 Why was the case of Ireland not 


heard at the peace conference? And 
what is your position on the subject 
of self-determination of Ireland? 


Answer—The case of Ireland was 


not heard £rt the peace conference be- 
cause the peace conference had no 
jurisdiction over any question of that 
sort which did not affect territories 
which belonged to the defeated em- 
pires 
My position on the subject of 


self-determination for Ireland Is ex- 
pressed in article 11 of the covenant, 
in which I may say I was particularly

•Oissuiide many from taking a stand be- 
fore the. entrance and waiting for more 
than an hour for preferred seats when 
the doors were opened. The meeting 
is the first, since the senator left Chi- 
cago; when lie has presented his side 
of the subject in a town not previous- 
ly visited by President Wilson. The 
president planted bis pro-league argu- 
ments in Omaha more-than a week 
ago. Mr. Johnson paused there in the 
afternoon, marie n brief address nt u 
private luncheon and hurried here. Lie 
is the first orator to discuss die League 
of Nations ia iho Nebraska capital. 


Nebraska, it appears, has been study- 


ing the league Question in newspapers' 
and public documents. And, accord- 
ing to positive nssertiwns made by sev- 
eral men in touch with general state 
conditions—men who say they nre un- 
biased—a poll of the state would show- 
two to one for covenant amendments 
or else for absolutely discarding the 
document in its entirety.

On Big Days Fans Flock to Grand- 


stand and~Overflow It to Discom- 


fort, While Bleachers Are 
~~ 


Comparatively Empty. 


When proposals are heard in the ma- 


jor leagues now and then to reduce 
the proportion of bleacher capacity 
they are accompanied usually with the 
explanation that the increased cost of 
major league baseball requires It. But 
now we hear a proposal from a veteran 
minor league magnate that bleachers 
be abolished entirely, and it canuot be 
exactly due to the increased cost of 
minor league baseball, sluce the pre- 
sumption Is that various economical 
measures have been inaugurated, in- 
cluding reduced player aud salary lim- 
its. 


It brings up the question: Are the 


sun gods dying out lu baseball? This 
minor league magnate avers that they 
nre, 
and it might seem that conditions 


in the majors give indorsement to his 
view. It has been noted that in ma- 
jor league cities where the bulk of 
the attendance was in the bleachers 
in seasons past the sun seats today are 
distressingly bare. Even on big days 
the fans will flock to the grandstand 
and overflow it to discomfort, while 
the bleachers present wide expanses 
of empty seats. 


But we do not think it follows that 


the fan who used to sit in the bleach- 
ers has deserted the national game. 
Rather he is giving himself the priv- 
ilege in baseball as he is In general 
living conditions of something better. 
He can afford it and he will have what 
he can afford. Perhaps then, in these 
days of big money for everybody and 
even hod carriers making ?8 a day, 
the uncomfortable bleachers are taboo. 
They are passing, to become only a 
memory of the days when the.world 
wasn't as good a place to live in as 
It Is now—and the former bl'eacherite 
is becoming a grandstand aristocrat. 


And yet, the bleachers were no hard- 


ship in the days when many of us 
were young. We took a pride in sit- 
ting nowhere else—that the grand- 
stand occupants were people who didn't 
really know and love baseball, but just 
Idlers drifting to 'a ball game out of 
curiosity or to kill time. 


Tn those days, though, the bleachers 


were the "close up" in baseball. Now 
they give nothing but a sort of birds- 
eye view, and that may be a contribu- 
ting factor.

TRIMMED BRIM IS CERTAIN 


Will Be Used in Many Way», Mort of 


Them 
Charming—High 
Draped 


Crowns Sure to B« Another 


Feature. 
, 


While It seems somewhat early In 


the season to speak with, finality of 
the fall and winter hats, enough new 
shapes have been displayed to give MS 
some inkling of what Is to come, writes 
Martha Goode Anderson in tho New 
York Sun. For several weeks now we 
have seen a sweeping rage of the felt 
bats with wide brims and exploited in 
the palest pastel shades and ornament- 
ed with bright and guy wool stitchery. 
Ae this wool stitchery is to be so much 
in evidence throughout the winter not 
only on hats but on coals, dresses and 
blouses, it is just as well to consider It 
seriously and recognize the demand, 
for it is one of the established facts in 
winter's coming fashions. 


The felt hats of which I am speak- 


ing have been used primarily for 
sport hats with pale-colored sweaters 
and bright-hued skirts and blouses. 
We cannot complain of the lack of 
color during this summer, for as a sort 
of reaction from the dull and somber 
hues of the war period our clothes 
have caught and reflected the most 
radiant tones of the rainbow and 
every group has been resplendent In 
its vivid colors. 


The First Showing. 


Always at the beginning of every 


season it seems as if the first showing 
of millinery included only the wide- 
brimmed and large hats. This is in- 
evitably so for the spring and summer, 
as we find ourselves preparing for the 
hot days when the sun is blinding and 
we need some sort of protection for 
eyes and skin. Just why it should be 
for fall and winter, however. I do not

Trimmed Brim*. 


The trimmed brim Is used iu many 


ways, as we shall see ns tho season 
advances. 
Single flowers of velvet

shape with upturned brim. 
Around 


the crown Is placed a circle of loops 
made of heaviest blue silk floss In a 
lighter shade. These loops are usoil 
to imitate ostrich fronds, which are 
also much In evidence as n winter 
trimming. At one side of this model 
Is placed a large rosette of tho loops 
of the silk floss and an edge of this 
same Mulshes the brim around tho 
face. 
Another treatment of this upturned 


brim Is seen in the wide sulhir shape 
which has a flaring brim across the 
front of the hat, giving something <>f 
a three-cornored effect seen from the 
front. 
This is particularly suited to 


young faces and youthful types. 


The flaring brim Is often thickly 


studded with tiny steel heads or dotted 
with knots of silk In the kind we call 
French knots, moaning n tiny dot of 
the silken thread made by wrapping 
It twice around the needle und pull- 
ing through to the under side. 
The 


effect is that of silken beads. As this 
Is often done in contrasting colors It 
makes a most effective trimming. 


Because of the great demand for 


hats of soft materials, such as dtivetyn 
and velours- and velvet, and because 
of the increasing cost of these soft 
and beautiful fabrics, the price Is con- 
tinually mounting, especially us so 
much of the trimming used this year 
Is done by hand and Is really hand 
embroidery. One of the favorite ef- 
fects Is seen in the use of simple blos- 
soms, such as nasturtiums, single jie- 
tnled roses and kindred blooms douo

I do not 
present this idea us conclusive by any 
means, but it may be one of the rea- 
sons why we are shown so few of the 
small and simple every-day sort of 
hat and most of the newest shapes are 
of the splendid velvet picture bats. 


Paradise feathers are predominating 


as trimming. 
They sweep down, but 


not up as heretofore, and thick sprays 
are used more than the single feathers 
we have seen so much of in recent 
times. Black paradise is really lovely 
and so expensive that It need not be 
disdained by oven the most exacting 
and conservative. 


One of the newest shapes which Is 


neither large nor small In size Is the 
round rurbun with the draped and 
heavy'brim. This is not an easy shape- 
to wear, as It is apt to look very heavy 
so close to the face. 
However, It is 


really very splendid, for it is developed 
in the rarest and richest of brocades, 
heavily embroidered in gold and silver 
and resplendent In a mingling of colors 
entrancing to see. 


Tu-i crowns of these wide draped 


turbans are of velvet or duvctyn as 
the case may be and are entirely un- 
trlmmed, as the present Indication in 
the matter of trimming is seen in the 
draping of the brim, \yhere feathers 
are used they sweep down close to the 
face, even resting almost under the 
chin in a soft curve. 
This way of 


placing the paradise is on old. old one. 
borrowed, doubtless, from portraits of 
great ladles of some hundred or more 
years ago. 
It is in distinct contrast 


to the upstanding and jaunty aigrette 
which showered in a little fountain of 


in outline around crown and brim. 
These arc extremely simple to make. 


High Draped Crowns. 


The high draped crowns aro agnln 


seen. Sometimes (hey [joint up almost 
n foot above the brim and nre draped 
in a series of folds which keeps them 
from being awkward aud very ugly, us 
they so easily could be. Of course the 
brfms which accompany these high 
draped crowns must he wide enough 
to set them off successfully and pre- 
vent a topheavy look. Among ihe new 
trimmings aro seen much glycerlned 
ostrich feather banding. This sort of 
treatment of the feathers makes them 
shiny and glossy. 
The fronds aro 


placed singly along a narrow bund'to 
hold them and are used thus against 
the brim in a width sufllclent to entire- 
ly cover the brim und extend slightly 
beyond. They are used effectively on 
a rather wide hat of ro«e-colored vel- 
vet of which the crown in of the high 
draped design thickly brocaded In wll- 
vcr. The feather band lies flat over 
the brim and a narrow strip of silver 
ribbon encircles the crown where the 
feathers und the brocade come to- 
gether. 


A new shade Is called nasturtium 


yellow and is as vivid as it win pos- 
sibly be and very smart when made 
up in an uutrimmcd velvet hat rolling 
as to brim and crown too. Those un- 
trlmmed hats are quite new, us they 
have an air entirely all their own and 
seem to be most elaborate when ab- 
solutely untrlmmed. 
This eTcct Is 


achieved by a clever draping -of tho 
velvet, as In one Instance the velvet 
is so arranged that It seems to make 
a fofd over tho crown und Is folded 
in over the brim In u double effect 
which Is different from moro ordinary 
arrangements.

Wet weather and other unusual 


seasonable conditions are combining 
to place many northern Wisconsin 
potato growers In danger of consid- 
erable loss from late blight rot. With 
the vines still green in some sections, 
the blight continues to spread over 
the leaves. Plant pathologists of the 
University of Wisconsin are advising 
means of quickly killing the vines 
so that the tubers will be protected 
from infection. 
The latest method is 


by spraying with a relatively strong 
solution of copper sulphate (without 
lime) at the strength of 15 pounds 
to 50 gallons, of water. 


The end in view in killing the 


vines, says R. E. Vaughan, plant 
pathologist, is to destroy the blight 
germs and thus prevent infection of 
the tuber. 
It is known that tuber 


rot is caused by blight germs which 
are washed into the .soil from the 
affected vines. 


Considerable rot may also be pre- 


vented by pulling the vines and leav- 
ing the potatoes in the ground to ri-

SEED CORN FOR TWO YEARS 


URGES MOORE TO GROWERS 


The corn that saved -the day for 


Wisconsin in the spring of 1918 was 
the corn that careful farmers saved 
over their seed wants two years be- 
fore. 
Wisconsin Experiment Assoc- 


iation members had more than 100,- 
000 bushels of pure-bred seed corn, 
says R. A. Moore, Wisconsin Exper- 
iment 
Station 
agromomist, 
which 


was about one-third of the seed needs 
of the state. 


Wisconsin seed stock ought never 


to be allowed to run so low that corn 
will have to be imported from other 
states, says Mr. Moore, and the pru-- 
dent way of keeping up the supply 
is to save seed for two years plant- 
ing. 
The present good corn year 


should- prompt farmers to save two 
or three times as much seed as think 
will actually be needed. 
If next year 


is .unfortunate an abundance of seed 
will still be on hand to keep the corn 
acreage of the state intact. 


Two. methods of selecting seed 


corn are most often followed select- 
ing from the row and from the shock. 
Certain, definite ,rows of corn may be 
selected and the best ears .picked 
from' the best standing stalks. 
Or 


the corn may be harvested and after 
two or three weeks, when the corn 
is well cured, the ears are husked 
and the seed corn divided from that 
to be put in the crib. 
In each case 


the corn .should be taken- to the seed 
house at night, not .left on the damp 
ground subject to frosty weather. 
Perhaps two-thirds to three-fourths 


of the corn in the state, is bf pure- 
bred strains says Mr. Moore, and. no 
doubt see'd corn will be worth $5 or 
$6 next spring. Farmers lose money 
by falling to arrange for next spring's 
trade.

Danish bacon has long been con- 


sidered the finest in the world. Dan- 
ish bacon is produced on barley. 
That corn can be economically re- 
placed with ground barley and that 
the great dairy by-products, skim- 
med milk and whey, are the most 
valuable supplements to barley as a 
feed, is the statement of F. B. Mor- 
rison and G. Bohstedt who have con- 
ducted the barley feeding trials at 
the Wisconsin experiment station. 


In one trial several lots of pigs 


various supplements to barley. Wheat 
were fed to compare the value of 
middlings and 
linseed meal made 


a rather poor showing the pigs gain- 
ing only about 1.2 pounds per head 
per day. 
Tankage gave much better 


results, the pigs gaining two pounds 
daily. 
Skimmilk, however, was still 


skimmilk for each pound of barley 
better. 
Pigs fed aoout one pound of 


gained 
2.1 pounds a 
day. 
With 


ground barley at $.92 a bushel, skim- 
milk was worth $ .68 a hundred 
pounds. 


The surprise of the trial came in 


the results from barley and whey. 
Pigs fed about two pounds of skim- 
med whey for each1 pound of ground 
barley gained 2.5 pounds per head 
daily, actually more than any other 
lot. 
The feed cost of 100 pounds 


gain was only JD.31 for this lot. 
Whey.was worth $ .44 a 100 pounds.

Quack grass is a real question on 


many of the farms of Wood county. 
Here Is how it was subdued by O. B. 
George of Oconto with a potato crop: 


The problem of killing quack grass 


has beeii a very simple proposition 
with me. I will say that regardless 
of climatic conditions for the past 
three years, 1 have not failed to get 
the best results. 


My first year was on a field of thir- 


ty acres which was acknowledged to 
be the worst infested field in Oconto 
County. The soil was sand. I plow- 
ed the field in September and sowed 
to rye. In June I top-dressed it with 
pea straw and, plowed it about eight 
inches deep and/planted to potatoes 
June 
2025. 
The 
potatoes 
were 


checked thirty four inches both ways. 


As soon as I was through planting 


I commenced working the land with 
a spike-tooth lever harrow keeping 
this up until I could see the rows. 
Then I cultivated both ways and 
worked the weeder over the field. I 
cultivated again and followed with 
the weeder. 
By this time the pota- 


toes were from four to six inches 
high and reasonably clean. We then 
went thru the field with hoes and 
cleaned the quack grass out of the 
hills. 
This requires a large amount 


of work but we were rewarded with 
a very heavy crop of potatoes. 
The 


quack grass that was left was des- 
troyed by the digger. 


I followed this crop with corn and 


had a large yield. 
The field was 


next seeded to oats and clover now 
showing a fine stand of clover. 
The 


quack grass is practically 
cleaned 


out of this field. In addition to kill- 
ing the quack grass there has been 
a nice profit in the crops and I con- 
sider the land worth fully fifty per- 
cent more than it was before the po- 
tatoes were planted. 
I have made demonstrations on 


clay loamy soil without the fall plow- 
ing and find that this weed can be 
controlled by continually keeping- the 
roots stirred for they positively will 
not grow if.they are worked thor 
oughly and exposed to the sun. 


In conclusion I will say that I 


would .not hesitate to take any field 
of quack grass and absolutely clean 
It by two crops potatoes and corn. 
I would then seed and the quack 
grass is gone. 
My motto in killing quack grass 


is, "Work and Then More Work."

cept call for promptly, and pay the

on the shipment of TNT 


which he orders and agrees to fur- 
nish to the best of his ability the in- 
formation desired by the College of 
Agriculture concerning his use of 
T,NT. 


Trials were conducted with 200 


pounds of the explosive |*yl Jsohn 
Swenehart, in charge of the land 
clearing office, this summer. 
They 


show the desiribility of TNT for land 
clearing. 
The more general tests 


with the 200,000-pound Wisconsin 
allotment in which the college of 
agriculture and the United States De- 
partment of the Interior co-operate, 
are expected to demonstrate the place 
that the 59,000,000 pounds of army 
TNT are to take in land clearing.

Among the most important of the 


social service laws which was enact- 
ed by the recent legislature, is the 
County Nurse law, which makes it 
compulsory for each county in the 
state to employ a county nurse within 
two years after July 1, 1919. 


The new law says: 
The board of supervisors of every 


county shall, within two years after 
July 1, 1919, employ upon the certifi- 
cation of the state board of health, 
as herein provided, one or more pub- 
lic health registered nurses, or pub- 
lic health instructors, whose duties 
shall be as follows: To act as health 
supervisor for all schools not already 
having school inspection 
either by 


a physician or school nurse; to assist 
the superintendent of the poor; to in- 
struct tuberculosis patients and oth- 
ers in preventing the spread of tu- 
berculosis ; to assist in reporting ex- 
isting cases of tuberculosis and other 
communicable diseases; to assist in 
investigating cases of delinquency, 
neglect and dependency of juveniles, 
including state aid to dependent chil- 
dren, in counties not employing a 
probation officer; to assist in investi- 
gating cases of non-school attend- 
ance in districts where a school atten- 
dance officer is not employed; to as- 
sist in investigating cases of infringe- 
ment on child labor laws; to investi- 
gate cases of crippled children due to 
infantile paralysis or other causes: 
to act as health instructor thruout 
the county and to perform such other 
duties as may he assigned to her.

Vie directed by a committee com- 
posed of the chairman of the county 
board, the county superintendent of 
schools, a woman appointed by the 
county board, the judge of the juven- 
ile court and the deputy state health 
officer for that county to be known 
as the county health committee.

state board of health may from time 
to time require. 
The state board of 


health shall examine all reports filed 
by the county health registered nur- 
ses or county health instructors and 
make such recommendations to them 
as will aid in the proper administra- 
tion of their work. 


The state board of health shall 


prescribe model forms for instruction, 
test cards, blanks, record books and 
other useful blanks or appliances for 
carrying out the purposes of this act 
and shall notify the county clerks 01 
eacli county where all of the afore- 
said blanks and supplies can be pur- 
shased at the expense of the county.

WHY DOES A FARMER BUY A TRACTOR AND WHAT 


IS SERVICE 


Webster defines services as being Labor, Assistance or 


Kindness to others. 
In automobiles or Tractors it means 
IheSy to immediately get parts and the help ot expert 
mechanics whenever necessary. 


If he gets one he must have the other. 
The average farmer buys a tractor or at least should, 


as a cold business proposition. 
It means to him placing 


more acres under cultivation in an easier and more economi- 
c - m e t h o d than he has been employing, but m order to do 
this he must have a reasonable, assurance that the tractor 
will keep going. 
Breakdowns will occur, be it tractor auto- 


mob i e m t wing machine or locomotive. When the farmer 


as rouble with his automobile he .either drives 't or has 
t towed into the garage to be repaired. He may be with- 
out the use of the car for an hour or a week, but in any 
o vent aside from being without a conveyance he can get 
along. With his tractor it is different. 
It is the power plant 


of his factory. 
When his power plant stops, it is the same 


shuting down the power plant of a factory everything 


stops. 
But unlike a factory he can work only a limited 


amount of time in order to catch up with his work for he 
must deal with nature and nature has the reputation o± 
sometimes being freaky. 
If he can't plant he can t reap. A 


tractor idle for a week, a day, or even an hour, waiting io> 
someone to come out and replace a broken part may mean 
the difference between success and failure ot a year s crop. 
We can't blame the, farmer for being slow to invest m a trac- 
tor. 
This matter of service is a mighty important thing to 


him. 


Occaaionalyy one finds a farmer who is under the im- 


pression that "service" means giving something away- .As 
Ins already been noted sea-vice means assistance and that is 
wh-tt the farmer wants. Free service either means that the 
dealer is losing part of his profit or the, farmer is paying tor 
it in the first cost of the machine. 


l-Yee service encourages trouble service at so much an 


•loin- 
There is no excuse for a farmer calling out a service 


man when all the trouble is a loose wire or the fuel pipe 13 
ulogged because he neglected to use a strainer when putting 
in the fuel. 


[f however the service is free, the chances are ten to

DANGER IN RAPIDLY 
RISING LAND PRICES 


Prices of farming lands in. many 
ections of the United States, espec- 
ally in Iowa and other Corn Belt 
tales, ^have risen with such rapidity 
hat serious consequence may be ex- 
ected, especially with the return of 
uormal conditions. This is a. warn- 
ng issued to farmers by the Unl- 
ed States Department of AEricul- 
ure. 
Speculators, many of them busi- 


ess men of the cities, in many cases 
lave reaped big profits by buying- 
nd selling without making any sub- 
tantial contribution in return. Far- 
mers have sold land at prices that 
eemed high, and then have bought 
gain at still higher figures, losing 
housands of (dollars in exchange. 
fhe bona fida farmer who purchases 
and at present high prices may find 
be returns on his investment abnor- 
mally small if earnings sho.uld de- 
line when normal conditions are re- 
tored, and may find himself serious- 
y embarrassed if he has financed 
he purchase largely on credit. 
\ 
That is a summary of the situation 


as it is viewed by investigators of 
he bureau of Farm Management 
ent by the departments into the re- 
fions of 'jnost marked speculative 
activity. Here is a sumary of their 
advice which is broadly applicable 
jrobably to the majority of farmers 
n the regions affected, though it 
may not fit in every individual case. 


Much of the present speculative 


activity has been due to the fact that 
peculators hare been able to catch 
ome fanners unawares, buying their 
arras at a much lower, figure than 
was justified in relation to prices in 
adjoining regions.

hould be careful about selling to a 
speculate*- |who ;ls ibuytag (to selU 
again. 
If it is worth more to him 


t probably may be worth more to 
you. 
If you own a farm and desire 


,o continue farming be very sure 
before selling that you can obtain

>rice you pay is fully justified by the 
irobable net earnings of the farm 
when conditions become normal 


Be careful that the buyer of your 


'arm is able to complete his payment 
on March first in case he fails to re- 
sell. In general it is safe to require 
an initial cash payment of one-third

MILTON COLLEGE BADLY 


IN NEED OF MORE FUNDS 


Money Wanted to Pay Better Salaries 


to Members of Faculty—New 


Buildings Are Nece««ary. 


BY WILLIAM C. DALAND 
President, Milton College. 


The most imperative need of Milton 


College, one of the eight institutions 
which are the members of the Wlscon 
sin Colleges Associated which is ac 
quainting the people of the state with 
the problems of the-privately endowed 
college, is an -addition to Its present 
endowment sufficient to enable the col 
lege to continue its present superior 
position and to retain a faculty able to 
handle its work. If this need is not 
met, fatal retrenchment will become 
necessary. 
An addition of $130,000 to 


ita-endowment would give the college 
$350,000 and would meet the present 
pressing demand, although a total en 
dowment of $500,000 will later be nee 
essary to enable the college t'o take 
advanced steps that are highly desir- 
able. 
Another need is that of buildings. 


The first is a central heating plant. 
Such a plant would cost approximately 
$25,000. This would save the college 
money and is a present vital necessity. 


The next needs, which will become 


more and more pressing as the stu 
dent body grows, .are a separata 
library building and a new dormitory 
Tor women. The college library has 
outgrown its room in the Whltford Me- 
morial Hall, a building which contains 
also the scientific laboratories. 
A 


suitable new library building would 
cost approximately $60,000. 
A new 


women's dormitory with modern equip- 
ment, containing two women's society 
rooms, could be built for $65,000. Tha 
college has no dormitory for men. 
Later a highly desirable additional 


building would be a music hall, con- 
taining an.auditorium of moderate size, 
which might be used for concerts and 
lectures as well as for .chapel services. 
The present chapel on the second floor 
of the main recitation building ia 
much too small. Such a music hall is 
very desirable, because at present the 
musical instruction is given In so- 
ciety room »nd to rooms in private 
houses. Sucih a building would require 
about $75,000, 


FAMISHED FAMILY 


EATS BABY'S BODY 


LJeut. James W. Thompson of 


Racine state secretary for Armentan- 
Syriaa Relief, on Saturday exhibited 
to a reporter of the Sentinel, a letter 
received from an American official 
at Erivan, Armenia. The following 
extracts show the awful conditions 
in that stricken country: 


••Conditions 
here 
are 
terrible. 


There are houses lull of unburied 
dead. A man walking 
thru 
the 


street's the, other day seemed to be 
carrying a sack; upon examination 
it was found to contain the body of 
a freshly 
killed man. which the 


bearer was carrying home to eat. 


"In another family the cook was 


found roasting half the body of a 
baby. In other places children hare 
been seen cracking human bones for 
the marrow. 
-If the American 
people could 


realize that it is a common thing all 
thru Armenia to see children lying 
dead in the streets, and that the peo- 
ple are forced to eat each other, they 
would hate themselves for having 
any surplus money which they would 
not offer to save these poor people. 


"In some places the orphans are 


gathered from the street and placed 
in a big open courtyard to be given 
one bit of bread. They have to sleep 
on the ground with, no covering. Us- 
ually the following morning they art 
sorted over, and the dead ones put 
to one side until the ox cart copies 
around-to gather them up. 


"The streets are full of weeping 


and begging. 
I can certainly nay 


that I have never seen a smile in this 
place. 
Just people crying all the 


time for food—when they receive 
something to eat, they break down 
from sheer weakness. - 


"If some of the Indifferent peopl 


In America could see this, they would 
never be the same again. There are 
few Americans that could even dream 
that there could be so much torture 
and suffering in the world. Of course 
there are 
individual cases every- 


where, but never before a. whole na 
tion in such a condition of suffering 
which never ends." 
In view of the conditions existing 


in Armenia, Gov. Philipp has issued 
the following proclamation to the 
people of the state of Wisconsin 
which should appeal to every person 
no matter what his station in life: 


The war has, we nope, determined 


that peoples driven from their coun- 
tries by brutal invasion shall have 
the right to return, possess their 
lands in established peace, and live 
their own national and .political life 


For 3,000 years tne Armenians 


who are probably the most ancient 
Christian people in the world, have 
formed a barrier against the Pagan- 
ism of the Orient, and have been for 
over five hundred years the most in 
dustrious and intelligent people in 
the Turkish Empire. The refusal of 
the Armenians to fight with Turkey 
against the Allies, let loose against 
these helpless people a crusade ol 
torture and murder so diabolical as 
to be impossible of description. Over 
4,000,000 of them have been mas- 
sacred, their young women have been 
dragged into nameless captivity; and 
of the survivors, l.SOv/,000 are starv- 
ing to death, dying by the thousands 
daily. If we let those people perish, 
we will complete the work the Turk 
set out to do. 
This for Americans 


must be an impossible thing. At this 
point the war for us is not over. 


There are now 450,000 helpless 


starving little orphans in Armenia 
with no one to look for aid to but 
America. 
This country has never 


had a greater opportunity than is 
hers now in caring for these 450/000 
children, and in building in the heart 
of. Asia a nation, the influence of 
which will permeate throughout the 
continent. 
With Turkey in unrest, 


all of -Asia is in a turmoil. 
With 


Asia in arms, Europe must necessar- 
~]y become embroiled, and when Eur- 
ope goes to war, America knows now 
only too well the result for her in life 
blood and material resources. 
If we 


save these people we save the world; 
let them perish and the world will be 
lost to-the dread of war for another 
generation. It is not going to be a 
irief task to make this nation of 
children self-supporting and inde- 
pendent, and to instill into them the 
dealism of government and life, but 
it is a task decidedly worth while. 


To save the life of one of these or- 


phans costs only seventeen cents a 
day or $5.00 per month. The Amer- 
can committee for American-Syrian 
belief is incorporated by Special Act 
of Congress, and is responsible to 
Congress for report of its work.

On the Cuban farms where 


tobacco is raised, the tobacco sheds 
have wooden sides, but are .Invariably 
roofed with a thatch of palm leaves. 


In Cuba little rain falls except In 


the i rainy season, and In the 
hot 


weather these dwellings are very cool. 
In the rainy season they seldom or 
never leak. Of course, most of them 
have earth, beaten hard, for floors, but 
these floor are, swept very clean with 
palm leaf brooms, nil .handmade by 
the women and girls, so that a Cuban 
palm-leaf house mokes a verr satisfac- 
tory dwelling ahd''cosvs almost ndth- 


ing,

GREAT LESSON OF 


WAR OVERLOOKED 


CHIEF FAULT IN THE GENERAL 


STAFF AHMY BILL POINTED 


OUT BY THE EXPERTS. 


BUREAU HEADS ARE SHIFTING 


Army Officer* Are Admittedly Not 


Good at 
Business, Yet Would Be 


Called On to Handle Big Industrial 
and Financial Affairs. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


Washington.—The general stuff has 


sent to' congress a bill for the reor- 
ganization of the regular army. As a 
matter of fact this biH outlines for the 
United 'Slates such a future military 
policy as the authorities of the war 
department would like to see enacted 
into law. 


There are many reasons today why 


a bill for the reorganization of the reg- 
ular army should be of vitally greater 
interest to the people of-the United 
States than ever before. The country 
is divided into various camps of opin- 
ion on die subject of the army of the 
future. 
The army has its view-point; 


labor has .ts viewpoint; the man who 
believes in sane preparedness has,his 
viewpoint; the pacifist has his-view- 
point, and the so-called antlmilltarists 
have their viewpoint. The army bill 
as finally adopted will have a marked 
influence 
in 
the 
next 
presidential 


campaign for the good or evil of this 
candidate or that candidate. 
' It is not proper for one who has had 
comparatively 
little military service 


and is far from being an expert along 
any military lines to attempt to pass 
judgment on technical matters as they 
appear In this proposed legislation, 
but there has been one lesson drawn 
from this great war, and which it has 
been supposed everybody had learned, 
that seems on the face of things, it 
is said, to have been ignored by the 
army authorities who drew this legis- 
lation and sent it to congress. 


One Great Lesson Ignored. 


If there was one "thing which this 


war taught more sharply find specif- 
ically than it taught anything else it 
was that army officers with their 
training are not necessarily .good busi- 
ness Hien. An American army officer, 
as the records ,of the regulars will 
show from the time that the records 
began, are good fighters, but that they 
have business heads of the leaders of 
great corporations no one need de- 
ceive themselves in believing for a 
moment. Thi -fflcers themselves say 
they are not "good at business." It Is 
proposed in the bill now before con- 
gross that the chiefs or heads of all 
bureaus, and this means technical/bu- 
reaus as well ns others, shall be line 
officers—cavalrymen, artillerymen, in- 
fantrymen, etg., without any fixed time 
to remain in office and consequently 
subject to removal at any time. 


Now, what does this mean? It means 


that the duties of the jud;re advocate 
general's departmen), the finance de- 
partment, the motor transport corps, 
the ordnance department, the chem- 
icnl warfare service, the duties of the 
signal corps, the lank corps and the 
quartermaster 
corps nre to be per- 


formed by detail from the active light- 
ing service, :md that the men so de- 
tailed are to hold their positions per- 
haps just long enough to become effi- 
cient, and then possibly are to go back 
to the work from which they were 
called. 


Heretofore in the service the only 


fixed departments, so far as iheir per- 
sonnel was concerned, were those of 
surgery and medicine ami the engi- 
neer corps. 
It is held by army offi- 


cers and civilians who have studied 
the lessons of the war that there are 
other departments of the army which 
require a personnel which shall be 
fixed in its tenure of office.

In Washington 
that it does not make any difference 
to a man. so far as his power to save 
is concerned. If he is getting $10 per 
day and Is spending $9, or is getting 
$5 per day and is spending $4, pro- 
vided, of course, that the two es> 
penditures bring exactly the same rej 
turn. 
Advancing wages and advancing high 


costs of living have been called a 
vicious circle. The desire of the legis- 
lators is, of course, to clip the wings 
of soaring prices and yet keep wages 
where year by year the wage-earner 
can save a little more money. 
It js 


said by some legislators in Washing- 
ton today that the sellers of necessi- 


ties watch the Increases In wages «n(J 
push up their prices accordingly. 


Rely on Americanism. 


Washington lias been in n tenae 


mood for some time over the jrom-rol 
situation in the country. It is not too 
much to say thnt men have been fear- 
ful, 
and yet the always abiding belief 


In that suible Americanism, ns tho 
word applies itself to all things good 
In this country, will continue to keep 
the people acting stnbly and thinking 
stably until the righteous end of ad- 
justment Is reached. There are vary- 
ing views as to whether or nut what 
may be called the "bolshevik unrest" 
in parts of Europe is really having 
any real effect in the Dnlted States. 
Some congressmen say that everything 
that happens in this country, that is In 
the least bit unusual. Instantly Is at- 
tributed to bolshevik tendencies. In 
France, where for some months I was 
a soldier, the French people met every 
happening with the proverbial Gallic 
shrug of the shoulders and the state- 
ment "C'est la guerre." 


So, according to the viewpoint of 


some of the officials In Washington, 
the "Cest la guerre" of Fnuice can bi> 
transplanted to the United States and 
translated Into "It Is bolslievlsm." 
It 


must be remembered that if a French- 
man stubbed his toe on n loose brick 
in the sidewalk he muttered "C'est la 
guerre." 
So today, while it may ba 


there is peril, the American who stuba 
his toe says "It is bolshevism."

League of Nations and the peace pact, 
it is pretty generally believed that h« 
will take the opportunity to discuss 
other subjects, particularly the high 
cost of living and the general economic 
unrest. 
Time and again presidents 


have started out to speak on one sub- 
ject nnd have ended by speaking on a 
dozen. 


Johnson First To "Swing." 


There have been some notable presi- 


dential tours of the country. "Swing- 
ing round the circle" was nn expres- 
sion first used by President Andrew 
Johnson, who undertook n tour through 
the country to champion before the 
people 
his 
reconstruction 
policies 


which were widely nt variance with 
the reconstruction idea of the congress 
then in power. WUh him on that tour, 
umong others, were Gen. Ulysses S. 
Grant, who succeeded 
Johnson 
as 


president, and Gideon Welles, secre- 
tary of the navy. 
It was not alto- 


gether n pleasant journey, for Grant 
and Welles hardly were on speaking 
terms, and it was s;iid that Grant felt 
he was being taken along to help bol- 
ster up the president's cause with Jhe 
people. 
Since 
that 
day 
"swinging 


round the circle" has been used in 
connection with presidential trips. 


When Grant wns president he made 


several comparatively short trips for 
what may be called public purposes. 
He was not a speaker, or at any rate 
he thought he was not, and he wns 
timid about attempting a public ad- 
dross of any great length. 
It was 


Grant's habit to travel when reunions 
of various federal armies of the Civil 
war were to lie held at this place or 
that place. At these gatherings he 
would get a clmnee to see many of 
his old comrades In' arms. 


Arthur First To Be Guarded. 


It was not until Arthur's day that 


it was thought necessary closely to 
guard a president while he was on 
his journey. Arthur's first trip of any 
great length after he hud succeeded to 
the office of president upon Garfield's 
ili-nth, was a journey along the At- 
lantic'coast on either u revenue cutter 
or small navy vessel with landings at 
many places. With Garlic-Id's recent 
assassination so vividly In mind, Ar- 
thur was guarded on this trip.-more 
closely thaii any president was guard- 
ed before or lias been since. 


Grover Cleveland was something of 


a traveler, however, whenever he felt 
the public duty demanded. 


Benjamin Harrison was a good deal 


of a traveler. 
One thing Is to be 


noted in connection with his presiden- 
tial trips, and it is a curious thing at 
that. He made many little rear-plat- 
form addresses to the people assem- 
bled nt the railroad stations along his 
route It is said today thnt these little 
speeches are the best ones in point of 
force nnd good English, taking them 
altogether, of any "presidential lltera- 


recent years the habit of travel 


has grown on presidents of the United 
States Roosevelt was something of nn 
itinerant. He wanted to take his va- 
cations In the West, and on two or 
three occasions he made his vacation 
trips fit in with the demands of the 
people in certain localities that he 
speak to them. 
Two of Roosevelt's 


trips were cut short: one of them 
when in Massachusetts when a trolley 
car ran Into his carriage, killing one 
of his traveling companions and throw- 
Ing the president out,"badly injuring 
his knee. The second interruption was 
attributable to the accident which he 
met with in Massachusetts. While in 
Indiana, the knee which had been hurt 
showed indications of violent Inflam- 
mation. The doctors decided that the 
colonel must return to Washington for 
a slight operation, and this was done. 


Mr. Tuft, up to President Wilson's 


time, was known us the "Great Amer- 
ican traveler," a name shifted from 
George Francis Train. President Wil- 
son has crossed the seas twice since 
he was president.

DEATH RECALLS FAMOUS DUEL 


Grandson of "Dan" O'Connell Used to 


Tell of "Liberator's" Meeting 


With D'Estcrre. 


Mr. Daniel O'Cohnell, grandson of 


the "Liberator," died a few days ago 
at his residence. Darrynane abbey, VV£- 
tervllle, Ireland, in his eighty-fourth 
year. He was a magistrate and dep- 
uty lieutenant for County Kerry, arid 
served the office of high sheriff ha 1860. 


A Dublin gentleman has an interest- 


ing picture of the late Mr. O'Connell 
holding the pistol which his grandfa- 
ther used in a famous duel. The fol- 
lowing description of the encounter is 
tiikfn from his own description: 


"Iii a speech at a Catholic meeting 


on .Tii n miry 24. 1815, the 'Liberator' re- 
ferred to tho Orange corporation of 
Dublin as a 'beggarly corporation.' 
irKstorro, a member of the corpora- 
tion and n well-known shot with pis- 
tols, demanded an explanation, which 
was refu-sed. 


"After consulting his friends, D'Es- 


twrre paraded the .streets for two days 
w l i h the avowed Intention of horse- 
whipping O'Onncll. The two, howev- 
er, did not meet, and finally D'Esterre 
sent Sir Edward Stanley with a mes- 
sa«" 
demanding 
an 
explanation. 


O'Comiell referred Sir Edward to Ma- 
jor MncNiin-inrrn, a Protestant gentle- 
iiuni of County Clare, who refused to 
eivc liny explanation, whereupon Sir 
Kdward'Stanley delivered n challenge, 
whirr, was arc-eptcd, nnd half-past 
three rlmf afternoon, at Bishop's court, 
r.iimty Kildure, four or five miles from 
.Vims, "on the rond to Dublin, was fixed

Even the amendment for

ed by the powerful advocacy of the 
United States, addresses itself to the 
machinery for righting international 
wrongs and meeting just claims crea- 
ted by the league between nations. 
China, after eighty years of oppres- 
sive treaties and despoiled rights, by
